MIAMI, Florida (AP). — Hijackers 
seized a jetliner early yesterday in 
Houston, Texas, shot and killed one 
Eastern Airlines employee and 
wounded another before flying to 
Cuba after a refuelling stop in New 
Orleans. _ 

Eastern spokesman Jim Ashlock 
said in Miami the Boeing 727, carry- 
ing 88 passengers and a crew of 
seven, arrived in Havana at 5.58 
am. The craft was being serviced 
for a return filght and was ex- 
ted in Miami late yesterday. 
“We don't know for sure how 
many hijackers there were," Ash- 
lock said. “But we believe the pilot, 
Capt. L. E. Hines, used the num- 
ber of four in his radio report." 

Flight 496 originated in San 
Antonio, Texas, and was being ser- 
viced in Houston for the rest of its 
flight to Syracuse, N.Y. when the 
hijacking occurred. 

The dead man was identified as 
Stan Hubbard. Wounded was Wyatt 
Wilkerson, who was reported in fair 
condition at a hospital. 

‘Both Eastern employees were shot 
outside the plane from bullets fired 
from within, Ashlock said. 

"The investigation by the F.BL 
is still under way," Ashlock said. 
“We don’t know for sure what went 
on. Something went on at the gate 
area,” 

The driver of the New Orleans 
refuelling truck, Ernest Raymond, 
an employee of the Lockheed Air 
Terminal at New Orleans, a firm 
that services several airlines, declin- 
ed to give specifica of the incident 
pending clearance with his company.

‘Pilots didn’t 


wait for 
instructions’ 
MUNICH (UPI}. — German police 


failed to get instructions through 
to the pilots of a plane chartered 
from Condor carrying the three 
Arab prisoners to Yugoslavia before 
it took off from Munich, Bavarian 
Interior Minister Bruno Merk said 
last night. 


The result, he said, was that the 
three Arabs were delivered to the 
hijackers of the Lufthansa alrliner 
in Zagreb without an exchange for 
the passengers held hostage aboard 
the hijacked craft. 


“The pilots (of the charter plane) 
made the trip on their own,” Merk 
told a news conference in Munich, 
“They did not wait for assurances 
from Yugoslav ottictals in Zagreb 
‘that the hostages and the crew 
would ‘be released in return for the 
three Arabs,” he said, 


Mr. Merk said Savarian Interior 
Ministry officials were awaiting con- 
firmation from the Yugoslavs that 
the freed Arabs would be handed 
over to the hijackers only in exchange 
for the 13 passengers aboard the 
airliner, That was to form the ba- 
sis for instructions to the pilots, 
he said. 


Suddenly, Mr. Merk said, the Con- 
dor pilots taxled out and took off. 
The Yugoslav assurances --- event- 
ually overruled and ignored by the 
Arab hijackers, who flew out of 
Zagreb with the passengers still 
hostage — arrived after the Con-

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The Lufthansa Boeing 727, which 
was hijacked while on a flight from 
Damascus to Frankfurt via Beirut, 
Ankara and Munich, took off from 
Zagreb, Yugoslavia, at 6.35 p.m., 
after taking on board the three ter- 
rorists. The terrorists had beer cap- 
tured in Munich after the airport 
massacre in which 11 hostage Is- 
rae athletes dicd. 

West German authorities agreed 
to release the three yesterday and 
flew them to Zagreb aboard a char- 
tered flight. 

A. Tripoll radio broadcast, heard 
in Beirut, headlines its report: “The 
Safe arrival in Tripoli of the heroes 
of the Munich aperatioa.” The radio 
said the plane was carrying the 
were freed

It said the freeing of the three 
terrorists from West Germany pro- 
duced a “great shock” to “Zionist 
authorities.” : 

One report said that az organi- 
calling itself the Central 
Organization of Young Arab Natlon- 
alists for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine had claimed responsibility for 
the hijacking. 

Among the 13 passengers were 
one American, one British citizen, 
a Spaniard and a German, Luft- 
hansa said, The rest were Arabs. 

The Middle East News Agency 
said Tripoli Airport authorities had 
taken all necessary measures for 
the safe landing of the aircraft. It 
said the West Germany Ambassador 
in Tripoli was present for the land- 


The terrorists came out of the 
plane with thelr faces covered with 
masks of gnuze, the agency said. 
They boarded a car and drove 
away to an unknown destination. 
The passengers and crew were still 
on board the plane. 

No newsmen or photographers 
were allowed to approach the plane. 
Strict security measures were in 
force, the agency said, adding the 
terrorists were In “good health and 
have high morale.” 

It said at 11.30 the plame was 
being refuelle@d and there was 8 
possibility it might take off in a 
short while for West Germany. 

In Cairo, diplomatic sources said 
the swift handing over of the three 
Arab killers by the West German 
Government was almost certain to 
improve sagging Arab-German re- 
lations. 


The terrorists had earlier pledged 
to free the passengers of the 
hijacked plane when the freed 
Munich terroriats were handed over 
to them. West Germany freed the 
three Arabs and flew them from 
‘Muntch to Zagreb where the hijack- 
ed Boeing 727 was waiting. 

After the three Arabs had board- 
ed the hijacked craft, the hijackers 
demanded fuel to escape, Belgrade 
Radio said. 

‘When airport officials refused until 
the passengers were free, the 
hijackers threatened to blow up the 
plane, the radio said. 

“Our Lives mean nothing to us,” 
one of the terrorists told the con- 
trol tower from the plot's cabin. 
“The plane 1s mined and do not let 
anybody else approach it or we 
will blow it up.” 

He told the pilot of an El ΑἹ 
airliner flying 6.000 feet above the 
Zagreb Airport: “You are next."

Gazan gets life 
for bus bomb: 


LYDDA. — Gaza terrorist Moham- 
med Ali Abed Shbat was sentenced 
to life by a military court here yes- 
terday for supplying the grenade 
that wounded three persons on a 
Tira-Tel Aviv bus last November. 
Two of Shbat’s accomplices have al- 
ready been sentenced, one to death, 
for planting the grenade. 

Shbat was also found guilty of 
belonging to the Popular Liberation 
Forces, a terrorist organization. 

The trial showed that Shbat, who 
had been employed in the Israel 
Arab village of Tira, went back to 
Gaza, joined the terrorist organiza- 
tion, and had been sent back to 
Tira with the grenade. In Tira he 
turned the grenade over to local 
resident Yussuf Mahmoud Mansour 
and fellow-Gazan Hassan Salah Has- 
sin Dabiah, who then planted it 
aboard the bus. 

Mansour, an Israeli citizen, was 
sentenced to death at his trial in 
September, while Dabiah was given 
a life term when he was tried in 
June. The military court in Lydda 
yesterday, while viewing Shbat's 
deliberate actions with the utmost 
gravity, decided to give him the 
same life sentence it had meted out 
to his fellow-Gazan, Dabiah.

TEL AVIV. -- Mapam Youth Divi- 
sion head Latif Dori has filed a 
libel suit against Zvi Shiloah, a 
Labour Party Central Committee 
member and a leading figure in 
the Land of Israel Movement.

Kahane can’t put 
up mezuza at 
Damascus Gate 


The High Court of Justice ruled 
yesterday that the Old City wall of 
Jerusalem was “not Rabbi Meir 
Kahane’s private property” and 
rejected his application to be per+ 
mitted to affix a mesuva to Damascus 
Gate. 

Rabbi Kahane, leader of the Jew- 
ish Defence League, had applied for 
an order wisi calling on the Jeru- 
satem police to show cause why 
his organization should not be 
permitted to put Up & mezuza at 
Damascus Gate (Sha'ar Shechem). 

Rabbi Kahane argued that the 
owners of the gate (the Israel Gov- 
ernment) had not voiced any ob- 
jection to a mexuza. Indeed, he said, 
mesuzot had been put up at other 
gates to the city. But the police 
commander, in denying his request, 
was acting “under political con- 
siderations not to permit actions 
that would perpetuate the Jewish 


character of the Old City,” Kahane 
sald. : 

The High Court held, however, 
that the applicant had not sub- 
mitted one shred of evidence that 
the “owners” of the wall had con- 
sented to the meruta. “It is, there- 
fore, clear that the applicants re- 
quest to affix ἃ mesuzz on Someone 
else's property wovld be an act of 
trespassing,” the court ruled.

COUNCIL OF HEADS OF INSTITUTIONS 
OF HIGHER LEARNING — 
ANNOUNCES OPENING 
OF ACADEMIC YEAR 


The academic year in all Israel's institutions of higher learning opened on | 
Sunday, October 29. Studies at the Haifa Technion began earlier. - 

Because of the increasing cost of higher education, and in accordance with the 
system of tuition fees in operation for many. years, the institutions have made | 
it clear to the students that a rise in tuition is unavojdable. In 1971-72 tuition ᾿᾿ 
tor undergraduates was YL985. This year it has been’set at 111,080. : 

At the same time the institutions have announced their intention to assure 
Suitable help to students whose economic situation is such that they cannot afford 
the rise in tuition this year, and the increase last year (which amounted to 11.105}. 

This decision is in accordance with the policy of the institutions ‘which is that 
every able student shali have the opportunity to study at a university, regardiess 
of hig econdmic circumstances. Thus, the institutions announced that they were 
ready to discuss student aid with the National Union of Students. 

Talks were held between the and the Council, at which the Union of 
Students agreed to a tuition of 12,080. +3 

The dispute, therefore, revolves around conditions of aid, not tuition fees. 

‘The Students’ Union demanded that unmarried students earning upto 04600 per 
month plus the cost of living increase since 1971-72, and married students earning 
up to IL800 per month plus the cost of living increase, be entitled to a grant of 
the complete sum of the tuition rise in the past two years, namely IL250. The 
Beads of the Institutions found this unacceptable from ἃ. social and public point 
of view. In the light of the realities of Israeli society, such criteria are unaccept- 
able, at a time when many people in the labour force must support large families 
with incomes no larger. 

The Technion reached an agreement with Hts Studerts’ Union on the abd question. 
The Heads of the Institutions examined this agreement, and after hearing the 
claims of the Union of Students that living expenses are higher in Jerusalem, 
the Tel Aviv area, and Beersheba, offered an arrangement with better terms than 
the Technion agreement. 

The proposal offered to the Union of Students was that every unmarried student 
whose income ig less than’ 15,000 per year (and in accordance with where he 
ves, whether at home, in ἃ dormitory, or in ,rented rooms) can apply to his 
institution and receive a grant of IL200 or IL250. A married student whose spouse 
is algo a student will receive double that amount. Married students with children 
will receive the grant with a higher income threshold. ᾿ 

Out of 2 desire and readiness to help those with higher incomes as well, and 
after weighing the demands of the Union of Students, it was proposed that every 
student not entitled to a grant under the above terms and economic need 
{n applying to his institution, may receive ἃ loan of 1200 on very easy terms. 
The Joan is unlinked, bears an interest of 5q% unlinked, and is to be repaid 
gradually only after the student has completed his studies. 3 

‘Through this combination of grants and loans as detailed sbove, it is assured 
that those in need will not suffer from the raise dictated by realistic necessity. . 
The institutions are determined that.no student possessing the requisite abilities 
who stands in economic need will be prevented ‘from studying, thie in view of the 
afd outlined epeve as well as ‘the universities’ existing scholarship systems: Ἶ 

The institutions of higher learning put these arrangements inté effect with the 
opening of the academic year on Sunday, October 29, and any student in need of 
the aid outlined in the above proposal can apply to his institution and: receive

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BOMB ATTACKS 
IN DUBLIN 


DUBLIN (AP). — The Irish Re- 
public's army and police chiefs met 
in emergency session yesterday to 
study ways of halting a wave of 
tomb attacks in three hotels and 
Dub!in’s busiest railroad station. 

Imcendlary devices damaged three 
Dublin hotels late Saturday and a 
‘bomb was later defused at Comrolly 
Station only minutes before it was 
timed to lade. 

The fa κα ΕΤΒΝΙ were believed 
eonnected with the strife in North- 
ern Ireland but it was still unclear 
whether they were the work of 
Protestant militants or extremists 
of the Irish Republicar Army, 

The station bomb was discovered 
after a telephone tipo from the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary in Eel- 
fast to Dublin police. It was found 
in an underground toilet by ἃ norter. 


Peru uncovers 
ilegai drug 
organization 


LIMA (AP). — Seven bands of 
drug manufacturers ane dealers, 
eredited with producing and selling 
cocaine worth nearly $lim. over 8 
period of severa: years, have been 
destroyed, Peruvien narcotics offi- 
elals have revealed. 

The cocaine, produced at hidden 
laboratories in Chile and Peru, was 
tramsported to foreign markets, 
mainly the United States, by a vari- 
ety of means, police said. 

The drug was hidden in false- 
bottomed suitcases often carried by 
attractive women travellers of vari- 
ous nationalities and in the tubes 
of portable television sets. ἢ 

One group of men mesqueraded 
as cockfight fans to hide their drug 
smuggling activities. 

Four of the organizations worked 
on the national level in Peru, main- 
ly in the manufacture of cocaine, 
which is produced by processing the 
leaves of the South American coca 
plant. Taree other groups, witb in- 
ternational connections, handled the 
sale of cocaine end its transporta- 
tion abroad, officers said. 

Discovery and destruction of the 
organizations was carried out over 
a period of five months, during 
which drugs worth more than $L.7m. 
were confiscated, police said.

rested in connection with the investl- 
gation. They now are awaiting trial, 
police sald.

Capt. Pat Trears, army explosives 
expert who defused the bomb short- 
ly before it was Hmed to go off, 
told newsmen: “It was big enough 
to kill a lot of people and blast 
the station if it had gone off in the 
confined space where it was left.” 
Police experts called the bomb a 
highy professional job. 

Barlier, the Skylon and Crofton 
airport hotels near Dublin Airport 
and Wynn's Hotel in the city centre 
were evacuated when incendiary 
bombs started fires in bedrooms on 
upper floors. 

The employees said two men with 
Northers Irish accents had checked 
in and out of the Skylon and Crof- 
ton shortly before the fires were 
started. A spate of bomb scares 
kept police headquarters busy check- 
ing them out for the rest of the 
night. 

Two third-fiscor bedrooms were de- 
stroyed by fire at the Skylon and 
two bedrooms were badly damaged 
at the Crofton. There was only 
minor damage at Wynn's. 

Meanwhile, a leader of the mii- 
tant Irish nationalists proposed yes- 
terday the formation of a nine-county 
Northern Ireland, enlarged at the 
expense of the Irish Republic, and 
appealed to Protestants and Roman 
Catholics alike: “Let us wipe the 
slate clean and start anew.” 

Rory O'Brady, president of the 
ultra-nationalist wing of the Sinn 
Fein, political arm of the Irish Re- 
publican Army, also delivered a 
scathing attack on Jack Lynch, 
Prime Minister of the Republic, in 
a speech to more than 1,000 dele- 
gates to the movement's apnual con- 


He accused Lynch of “total col- 
leboration” with the Sritish Army. 
He assured Northern Ireland's Pro- 
testant majority: "We do not wish 
to submerge the Unionists of the 
northeast in δὰ ali-Ireland state, 
We offer them very real powers in 
majority control of a greater Ulster, 
incorporating all the nine counties.” 

Northern Ireland is at present 
made up of six counties. O'Brady 
seemed to be proposing a transfer 
from the Republic of the counties 
of Cavan, Donegal and Monaghan 
to form historic Ulster. 

Such a province, O'Brady con- 
tinued, “wilh give a healthier bal- 
ance of population with a credible 
opposition — something the six- 
county state of Northern Ireland 
has always lacked.” 

The other wing of Sion Fein and 
the LR.A., the Marxist-inclined Offi- 
cials, is currently observing a truce 
in the battle, while O'Brady's Pro- 
visionals have rejected such a 
course. 


Rhodesia warns 
Zambia after 
soldiers killed 


SALISBURY (UPI). — A Rhode- 
sian soldier was xilled and another 
injured when their Land-Rover hit 
a mine while on patrol, the Minis- 
try of Information sald yesterday. 

The official statement did not say 
when the incident occurred, nor 
would officials disclose the area in 
which the mine had been planted. 
It was only the second reported 
mine explosion in Rhodesia, but 
political sourees voiced fears that 
this type of attack — relatively easy 
and safe for guerrillas — will be- 
come regular. 

Last month a group of African 
nationalist guerrillas based in Zam- 
bla crossed the border into the 
Mana Pools Game Reserve on a hit- 
and-run raid. They planted a land- 
mine on 2 dirt road in the popular 
tourist resort. and it exploded un- 
der a carload of holiday-makers 2 
few hours later. Only the driver 
waa injured. 

Premier Jan Smith's Government 
later warned the Goverument of 
Zambia that it would have to ac- 
eept any “consequences” arising 
from future guerrilla attacks. The 
Rhodesians did not specify what 
“consequences” they had in mind. 


Italy, Soviet 
back all-Europe 
security meet 


MOSCOW (AP). — The Soviet 
Union and Italy called yesterday 
for the convening of an all-Euro- 
pean security conference before next 
July. 

In a jotnt communique Issued 
shortly before Italian Premier Giu- 
Mo Andreotti left for Rome after a 
six-day official visit to Russia, the 
two nations “expressed confidence 
that multilateral preparatory con- 
sultations (for the conference) will 
begin in Helsinki, November 22." 

“The Soviet Union and Italy 
agree that the conference should 
considerably Improve the situation 
in Europe and strengthen the foun- 
dations of Buropean security,” a 
Tass news agency summary of the 
communique said. 

Andrectti and his wife spent yes- 
terday touring the Ukrainian capl- 
tal city of Kiev. They were sche- 
duled to return to Italy last night. 

According to the communique, 
the two countries also, called for 
“a general normalization of rela- 
tions” between West and East Ger- 
many and the two Germany’s 2d- 
mission to the United Nations.”

Family planning 
idea catching on

SAN ANTONIO, Texas (AP). — 
Even in areas Uke Brazil and 
Africa, says an international ex- 
pert on family planning, people are 
beginning to realize the dangers of 
over-population. 

Julia Henderson, first woman to 
serve as Secretary-Generai of the In- 
ternational Pianned Parenthood Fed- 
eration, says changing trends in the 
world lead her to delfeve that the 
battle against the population explo- 
aion can be won. But, at the same 
time, the former United Nations 
official said here last week family 
Planning. agencies must adopt a 
“greater sense of urgency.” 

“You have to understand it Is not 
only your local problem which 
counts, and that you are not an 
island in this world,” she told dele- 
gates to the annual meeting of the 
Planned Parenthood Federation of 
America. 

Despite advances in family plan- 
ning. much more work needa to be 
done, Miss Henderson noted. She 
sald a survey being conducted by 
her agency probably will show that 
in many underdeveloped nations, no 
more than five per cent of the wo- 
men have been reached by family 
planning services. 

On the more optimistic side, she 
said religious barriers to hirth con- 
trol are crumbling and although 
there 15 still resistance in some 
quarters, “there is no doubt that 
this is an iden whose time hax 
come.”

in Japan army parade 


TOKYO (Reuter). Japan's 
postwar army celebrated its 22nd 
anniversary yesterday with a mili- 
tary parade that failed to reveal any 
mew weaponry. 

Much of the armour and artillery 
on display was aging American 
equipment and all the equipment 
shown was developed before 1960. 
Tt could almost have been taken as 
the army's justification for the 
sophisticated new weapons it will 
receive under a controversial five- 
year (1972-76) defence build-up pro- 
gramme, approved by the Govern- 
ment earlier this month, 

New locally-built tanks and 
armoured cars, helicopters, front- 
Ene jet fighters and anti-submarine 
destroyers are included in ex- 
penditure of 4,630,000m. (£5,787m.) 
— almost double the spending in the 
previous five-year build-up. 

Government opponents have 
severely criticized the increase as 
unjustified at a time when Japan ls 
establishing good relations with 
China and the Soviet Union, and 
when Asia in general is moving 
towards detente. 

Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka, 
in a speech to the parade, justified 
the build-up as being necessary ta 
provide the nation with an effective 
defence capability. ῳ 

He acknowledged that there had 
been a general easing of tension, 
but the situation in Asia was “still 
fluid and will take considerable time 
before it reaches a state of stability." 

Yesterday’s anniversary was only 
for the ground self-defence force, 
which started life in 1950 as ἃ 
75,000-man police reserve formed to 
combat Communist violence when 
U.S. occupation forces left to fight 
in the Korean War. 

It has sow grown to a 180,000- 
man force. The navy and air force 
have a combined paper strength of 
50,000. 

Some government opponents claim 


the milltary {s Ulegai as the post- 
war constitution bans possession of 
armed forces. But the government 
says Japan has given up the right 
to settle disputes by armed means, 
but still retains the right to defend 
itself, 

Some defence experts believe that 
even with the new weaponry being 
provided over the next five years.

TRAVELLING IN PALESTINE BEFORE WORLD WAR I 


Cr ΝΣ . he ee 
j ‘A! THUR Ruppin, in his “Μειῶ- 

, Diaries, Letters” (pub- 
lished ‘by Weldenfeld and Nicol- 
son, 1971, translated from the 
German by Karen Gershon), gives 
8 vivid account of the difficulties 
of travelling in Palestine at the 
beginning of the century. 

“Travel by coach in pre-World 
War I Palestine was torture be- 
cause of the number of holes in 
the road surfaces, the terrible dust 
in the summer and the kmee- 
deep mud in the winter. The 
horses were emaciated and in- 
capable cf pulling their load 
(one of the coachmen jokingly 
called them his Udler (eagles); 
there were no facilities for hav- 
ing a meal or for lodging over- 
night on the way. During the 
Great War, when the Turks re- 
moved the rails between Jaffa 
and Jerusalem and all traffic be- 
tween the two towns was re- 
stricted to the roads, the journey 
lasted ten to fourteen hours and 
sometimes more. Even short 
stretches of road on which there 
wag a lot of traffic — for in- 
stance, Jaffa-Petah Tikva 
were in terrible condition; as a 
rule, in summer, passengers 
walked the stretches that led

“Occasionally, the ‘coach’ was 
a hansom cab with two horses that 
could take three people (two on 
the ‘back seat and one on 8

The jour- 
ney by coach from Jaffa to Haifa 
took one-and-a-half days. In 1912 
or 1913, Shmaryahu Levin made 
the journey from Jaffa to Haifa

Ya’akov) in one day (without 
staying overnight at 2Zikhron 
Ya'acov); this was considered 
great progress. The worst jour- 
neys were those in the southern 
part of Palestine (in the vicinity

Here 
the coaches regularly got stuck 
in the wadis, and it took hours 
of hard work to drag them out. 

“The first imotor-car (imported 
from the United States) appeared 
in Palestine in 1918, it belonged 
to Aaron Aaronson, It aroused 
ἃ great deal of interest, but after 
ὦ short while it broke down and 
disappeared from the roads. Short- 
ly before the Great War, a Ger- 
man called Wagner produced a 
cer in his engineering works in 
Jajfja by fitting an engine into 
a sort of hansom cab. This car 
could be rented from him for 
special journeys. I used ἐξ short- 
ly before war broke out for an 
urgent journey from Jaffa to 
Haifa, I paid 105 francs (more 
than £4) for ἐξ and made the 
journey in five hours, which at 
that time appeared to be an 
amazing feat. Cars became the 
regular means of transportation 
in Palestine only after the Great 
War. 

“The best connection between 
Jaffa and Haifa was by boat. 
Steamers made the voyage in no 

‘more than four to five hours. 
Nevertheless, almost nobody went 
by ‘boat in winter, and even in 
summer it was rare to find peo- 
ple travelling this way because 
they shrank from having to get 
on and off the boat. The ap- 
proach to Jaffa had a bad reputa- 
tion because of the rocks, and 
the difficulties of embarking and 
disembarking there.”

The armband reflectors are to be 
worn by pedestrians walking along 
unlighted roads, and also lighted 
roads during the winter months, 
when rain reduces visibility. 

The reflectors can be of great 
help to motorists in spotting ‘ped- 
estrians in time, Wher uot in used 
the armbands can be folded and 
easily carried in a pocket or purse. 

Armband reflectors have long 
been in use in several countries in 
Europe and are especially recom- 
mended for people Uving in rural 
districts — adults along with chil- 
dren and the elderly —the spokes- 
man said.

‘Engineers out-of-date 
by time they graduate’

ALAIFA. — A number of subjects 
that mechanical engineering stu- 
dents in the Technion learn have 
a “half-life” of two years. By the 
time they compete their fonmvear 

subjects are obsolete, 


ical Engineering 
Faculty, Professor David Poueli. 

In a speech to the Engineers’ Club 
here on Friday, he said that this 
was inevitable due to the speedy ad- 
vances in modern technology during 
the past 20 years or 90. Among the 
subjects which date he cited labora- 
tory work and planning. 

He noted that during the 15 years 
since he himself graduated from 
the Technion, many of the subjects 
he studied are no longer applicable 
at all, including steam locomotion. 

Professor Pnueli said courses are 
prepared “‘and constantly brought up 
to date" by “engineering planning” 
methods, These called for turning 
out a “workable product in the giv- 
en time (four years) with a view 
to estimating the demands of in- 
dustry by the end of the four-year 
course.” 

This was the ditference between 
engineering planning and mathe- 
matical planning. Under the latter 
the optimal term of study would be 
29 years, so that upon graduation 


the students would know all there 
is to know, but would just be ready 
to retire or pass on to managing 
rather than practical work. An en- 
gineer's “working life” is generally 
25 years, he noted. 


Unlike in the U.S. and Britain, 
where the course is only three 
years, Israel's industry demanded 
graduates who can do practical 
work and be “profitable” to industry, 
after three to six months of “work- 
Ing in.” Industry would not accept, 
as in the U.S., graduates who “could 
do nothing useful" during the first 
year, 


Other problems he raised includ- 
ed the distribution of work between 
electrical and mechanical engineers. 
Who for instance should deal with 
electrically powered motors? The 
Technion's electrical engineering stu- 
dents concentrate on electronics, 
and a compromise had been reached 
by giving the mechanical] engineer- 
ing students two semesters of elec- 
tricity studies, 


Finally he voiced objections to 
extending the present four years’ 
studies to five. The students would 
only learn more subjects that would 
be obsolescent by the time of their 
‘graduation, On the other hand, a 
three-year course might be more 
practical, provided industry's de- 
mands could be changed.

Ministers discuss 
Economic Conference

The Ministerial Economic Com- 
mittee addressed its discussions last 
night to the Economic Conference, 
due to take place on May 25-31 
of mext year. 

The last general convention of 
the BC took place in 1968. The 
coming occasion has a particular 
importance, owing to the recent 
lag in industrial investments from 
abroad (even though no decline 
4s felt in hotels and real estate). 


Board member of the company told 
The Jerusalem Post last week.

BUS FARES: THE CASE | 


AGAINST A PRICE RISE > 


Of all the monopolies 
thriving in this 
country, that of the bus 
co-operatives is the 
most entrenched and 
the least justified, says 
Economic Editor 
MOSHE ATER. He 
argues that a thorough 


reappraisal is now 
long overdue. 


C® ownership has been spread- 
ing rapidly in this country. How- 
ever, 85 per cent of all families 
do not own a car, Even family 
members of car owners must 
often resort to a bus, In an aver- 
age household bus fares may 
account for, say, 10 per cent of 
the tofal expenditure, almost as 
much as clothing, twice as much 
as health or education. Therefore 
a rise in bus fares hits most 
people incomparably harder than 
a hike in the price of such essen- 
tials as bread or milk. 


Must bus fares go up? This 
seems to be the decision of the 
competent authorities, based on 
rising operating costs. The only 
point still being debated is the 
extent to which this hike should 
be borne by the taxpayer in the 
form of increased subsidies to the 
bus cooperatives. As a matter of 
fact, the price index of “inputs 
in buses” — popularly called the 
“bus transport basket” — advan- 
ced 21 per cent between the se- 
cond quarter of 1971 and that of 
1972, This figure makes the co- 
operatives’ requests look rather 
modest, yet the public will find 
them hard to digest. 


RISE IN COSTS 


‘With due respect’ to statis- 
ties, such a large rise in bus 
operating cost is astonishing. 
Over that same period, building 
costs — allegedly most influenced 
by inflation — advanced half as 
much (16 per cent). The price 
index ‘of agricultural inputs ad- 
vanced 17 per cent. The cost of 
living advanced only 12 per cent, 
while wholesale prices of manu- 
factured products edged up half

Moreover, it is doubtful 
whether the control exercised by 
the government over quality, 
price and profits of the cooper- 
atives’ service is half as effect- 
ive as that applied to several mo- 
nopolistic industrial companies. 

Since the “basket” figures are 
suspect, other statistics concern- 
ing bus transport may help ilu- 
minate the situation. 

EFFICIENCY 

Compared with the 1968 aver- 
age, industrial proceeds at mid- 
1972 were upil0 percent, while 
the labour input (man-days 
worked) in industry was up 80 
per cent, Of the 60 per cent in- 
crease in money output per man- 
day worked, about one-half (33 
per cent) was a reflection of 
higher (wholesale) prices, while 
the other half represented a real 
advance in productivity, that is 
ἃ larger output of manufactured 
products per man-day worked. 

Over thissame period, proceeds 
of bus services increased 90 per 
cent and their labour input 20 
per cent, which also results in 
8 60 per cent rise per man-day 
worked. But interurben bus fares 
rose almost 40 per cent, and ur- 
ban fares more than that in the 
above period, and the cooper- 
atives insist on another gub- 
stantial hike. On top of this bus 
fares are heavily subsidized. Ob- 
viously, productivity —- that is, 
efficiency — of bus services did 
not improve at all

INCOME 


The income of the co-opera- 
tives’ members also includes 
revenue from services main- 
tain apart from the regular bus 
Ines (special conveyances, tour- 
ist tours, and mail service). In 
1966 these services provided 12 
per cent of the cooperatives’ 
earnings. In 1971 their share in- 
creased to 22 per cent. However, 
thefr share In profits is doubtlese 
considerably bigger. 

Since price control of these 
services ia even less effective 
than that of the regular bus 
lines, It is clear why the 
bus services are neglected in 
favour of these swbsidlary ven- 
tures. While pretending to engage 
in “atdeline’ operations In order 
to cover the loases on ordinary 
business, the cooperatives actual- 
ly endeavour to belance the ac- 
counts of their regular traffic in 
order to cut their overhead 
costs, and thus increase the pro- 
fits they earn in their outside 
operations. 

Finally, the above figures do 
not include the income derived 
from other ventures and assets
